LONDON, April 15. — (UP) — 


More than 60 miners were killed 
today when the winding gear of 
an elevator broke at the Sumitomo 
Coal mines in Fukuoka prefecture 
of Japan, the Exchange 'Jelegraph 
Toky» correspondent reported. 


Shifts were being changed at 


daybreak, the correspondent said, 
when broken cables sent 63 men 
plunging 2.000 feet to the bottom 
of the shaft. About 20 were found 
alive, the correspondent said, all 
desperately Injured and likely to 
die.

Many people have antiques they 
would be glad to present to such 
a museum." 


Other Cities Recalled 


Mr. Noggle referred to many 


cities that had created historical 
replicas and the profits they de- 
rived from tourists. He referred 
especially to Harrodsburg, 
Ky., 


and said he would obtain informa- 
tion from that city on how the 
program was developed. 


Vattier Courtright, WPA engi- 


neer, told members the project 
could be entered under WPA if 
the land .used was owned by the 
city. It would probably furnish a 
project suitable for a CCC camp. 


Pickaway-co has no CCC camps 


and for some time officials of this 
district have been interested in 
establishing a camp here if the 
proper project was provided.
